month, Ship of 7o Tuas, and monated gith 16 Guns, accompanied 


. with the Swe, a. Sbip of 25" Tans, aft 8 Guns, commanded by 
bis Brother Fobn Drake ; 


aving on Bord both the Veſſels, 73 Meg 
and Boys, with ather Necefaries, and having a fair Wind, came 
to Gxadalypa, one of the Weff India \[lands, on the 29th. of Fane, but 
found nothing there, except ſome few Cottages made of Bonghs, and 


 covercd with F/mara Leaves, which ſecured them from Rain, in the 


Natare of Tiles yet they had ſight of two Canows but could not-reach 
them, by reaſon the Calm was fo great. Theſe Canows are Boats which 


.'. the Indian; uſe, being for the moſt part cut out of Trees like Troughs, 
- and a pigge of Wood fixed pneither fide, to keep them from overturn- 


ing : Whereupon, after they had watered there, they w Anchor, 
and ſail Port Pheſant, ſo named, becauſe of the abu ance of that 
Art of Hagel found there; and there going on Shoar, found that one 


Mr. Garr# of Plymouth had been lately there, and had left an Inſcrip- 
tion in Lead nailed to a Tree, to warn him not to ſtay in that Port, 
foraſmuch as the Spaniards had notice of bis Arrival; yet landing more 
Forces, he reſolved to ſtay and build a Pignace, which he effected, for- 
tifying the Port in the mean while;to prevent any Surprize, And whilſt 
they ſtayed there, a Bark came from the 7ſle of Wight, bringing in a Spa- 


ntth Prize, whicfi joyn'd with Capt. Drake ; ſo that having finiſh'd the: 


Pianace, the 3 Ships and Pingace failed to the 1/le of Pinos, where they 
found 2.Spanih Ships of de Dios, lading Timber by the Negroes. 
Ey thoſe Veſſels they were ed of the State of the City and Coun- 
wy,, and that new Forces. weve daily expetted, to defend it againſt the 
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- place leaving one Ship, he, with the two Pinnaces, ſailed to Rio Grand, 
where roving up.a great River, the Marriners were much aflicted with 
.the inſufferable any "op Flyes, called 4f#«&etor, againſt which there. 


is no Remedy, but Juice of Lemons, with which the Skin being wet, 
they will not faten. In the River he met two Indiar Canows, in which 
were Fiſher- 


wy, bot took no notice of them, for fear of being diſco- 


yer'd,but-pa Spaniards, the Captain and his Men-came to a Store- 
houſe on the River-fide,where they found great pleſity of Proviſion, pre- 


pared for the Fleet that was to. return into Spain; after which, having. 
notice that the Spaniards were' coming down, they returned to their 
Pingaces, and ſoon after took five or fix {mall Barks laden with Provi- 
ſon, ſetting the Men on Shoar,, and ſo ſailed to the Country of-the Sy- 
merons, who kindly received them. Theſe Symerons are a People inha- 
biting between Cabez,, and Rio-piego, who by certain Negroes, were 
given to underſtand, That Drake came as a Friend, and would protet 
them againſt the Attemps of the Spaniards ; which cauſed them to ad- 
mit the Engliſh to confer with them, and furniſh them with ſuch Nes 
ceſſaries as they required ; promiſing Drake,that as ſoon as the five rainy, 
_ Months were paſt, in which the Spaniards never carry their Treaſure 
by Land, they would {o order the matter, that he ſhould make himſelf. 
Maſter of much Gold. Whereupon he ordered them to build him fix 
Houſes, for ſheltering his Men, which they did, as likewiſe with the 
belp of the Engliſ*a Fort Triangle, which the Captain fortifyed to 
| prevent-any Surprize ; and leaving part of his Men there, ſailed a- 
 mongſt -the- pleaſant Iflands, in the River repleniſhed with Gardens, 
and delicious Fruits, where the Indians were at his Devotion, deli- 
vering up their Bows and Arrows, bringing Baskets of Fruit and Jui- 
ces of Bails, as an Oblation of theſe People. Drake inquired into the 
State of the Country, and then ſailed towards C and anchored- 
between the Iſland, and the Main-land to defend which, the Spaniards. 
had lined the Shoar vvith Shot, firing inceſſantly at the Engliſh, ſo that 
_ they vvere oblig'd to ſtand off, the Captain having one vf his Men ſore 
wounded ; and next Morning. took a Bark laden: with Proviſioa aad 
Sweet-meats, bound. for C-rtagena, ſetting all the Men on Shoar, ex- 
cept a Negro, whom the Captain kept, to be by him inſtructed in the 
Affairs of the Country ; and anchoring at the Mouth-of the Hever of 


Carragena; took two other Barks, which cauſed the Spaniards to fend a. 

Scrivaneo with a Flag of Truce,. who defired to be admitted on - Board, 

vehich.was accordiogly granted :. But Drake finding his Meſſage was 00-- 
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ly to protraQt time; till the Forces came down to ſarprize him, wonld 
not accept of his lavitation on Shoar, which Treachery was ſoon aþ- 
parent. For the 'Spagiards perceiving Drake's Warineſs, and that they- 
could not get him-within their reach by Land, ſent two Ships "of War 
to fight him by Sea, which he perceiving, went joyfully to' encounter 
them : But after the exchange of ſeveral ſhot, the Spaniards finging 
their Entertaiament tno warm, put themſelves under the Prote&ion 
of the Caſtle, and ſoon after came two other Pinnaces, who' fared no 
better than the former : Wherenpon Drake landed feveral of his Men, 
and drove the-Spaniards from the Shoar, and for their Safety, to betake- 
themſelves ſome. to the Town, and others to a thick Wood ſtanding 
cloſe by ; but Vittuals growing ſcarce, he was obliged to ſtand away ' to: 
Kio Grard, wherea-little before he had'found ſtore of Proviſion, but now 
was fruſtrated in-bis ExpeQation, for the Spaniards bad caoſed the Na: 
tives to retire to the, Mountains, and carry away with them all their 
Cattle, &c. But at length meeting with ſeveral ſmall Veſſels which: 
he took, their Want was- in ſome Meaſare ſupplyed; yet the Scarcity 
cauſed a-Sicknels to rage among, the Marrigers, but providence ſo or-- 
dered it, that only one of them dyed. | p 

The Sickneſs ended, Dyke returned to the Fort, yvhere he had left 
part of. his Men, together vyith the Symerons z' but upon his arrival; 
to hisgreatGrief,. found his Brother, and ons Richard Allen, dead of 
the Wounds they. received in attempting to Boarg a Spaniſh Ship of 
conſiderable Force. Nor was-this all the Loſs, for Foſeph Drake, ano- 
ther of. the Captains Brothers, ſoon after dyed of: a-Calenture ; yet 
he took. Conrage, and being ſapplyed by the Symerons, he attended 
his better Fortune, and yvas ſoon after informed by thoſe People. (vvho - 
like Grey-hounds ranged the Country to learn vyhat' they could) that 
the Spaniſh Fleet-vvas arrived at Nombre de Dios; . vyhereapon Drake ſent: 
the Lyon Frigat. to deſcry them,. vvho apon-her approaching that . Port . 
fell in vvith a ſmall Spaniſh-Veſſel laden vvith Mace, Hens, 'and Pompi-- 
ons, from Tolon. The Spaniards that vvere- found therein, the Captain: 
uſed courteoully,. vrote&ing them from the Fury of the Symeroas, . vvho 
are mortal Enemies to the Spaniards. 

Upon certain notice that the Fleet 'vvas arrived, . Drake conferred 
yvith the native Symeroas, about the Nexeſſaries that vyere to be provi- 
ded for the Expedition, to ſurprize ſuch Carriages -of: Gold and: Sil- 
yer, as vvere to come over Land ;-vvho told him he-muſt be vyell fur-« 
niſked vyvith Weapons and Shoees, and ny for the reſt they yrould _ 
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be wanting; which 'beigg provided, 48 Men ſet forward, of which, 


30 were Symerons, and the reſt Engliſh ; the former ſerving inſtead of 
Somprreres for- carrying Proviſien, and when the ftore failed, they 
would range the Woods, and catch ſuch Provifion as they could, ſel- 
dom miſſing to return without a Buck or Faun, or ſtore of Fou), bear- 
ing about them many Arrows, headed with Tron, 'Wood , or: Fiſhes 
. par they will caſt ſo dexterouſly, that they ſeldom miſs the 
Iron, with which their Arrows are headed, and is frequently found to 
be more precious intheir Eſtimation than Gold. s 
' This:March they continned oyer Land through many thick Woods, 
from $Sen-riſe, till ten in the- Morning, and then reſting in watery 
s till four in the Afternoon, they walked 'till eight; and whea 
Darkueſs came on, the Symeroas laying aſide their Burthens, woald cut 
down Boughs to build Harbours with, covering them to keep ont the 
Rain, if any ſhould. fall, building them with Planes Leaves, decent- 
wiſe according to the: Faſhion of Norway Cottages 3 infomuch that no 


Rain would eater for the ſpace of 24 Hours ; nor were they wanting 


to.bring ſeveral ſorts of Fruits, as Afanmeas, Guyanas, Palmitos, Pinds, 


ay Lemons, &c. |

ter three Days travel, they came toa Town of Symerons, ſituate 
on 4 Hill near a River, compoſed with a Dike -of eight Foot: broad, 
and a thick Mud-wall ten Foot-ia height, containing' dne broad Street 
from Eaſt to Weſt, nd two crofs Streets of a leffer- breadth ; all-con- 
ſiſting of. fixty Families, who in their Apparel, ſomewhat imitated 


the Spaniares : This Town is diſtant from Nombre de Dios 35 Longer, 


and 45 from Panema, being ſufficiently ſtored with all manner 

Plenty.- As for their Religion,- they have no Prieſts, yet they hold 
Croſſe in-great Veneration ; but at the Perſ#afion of the Engliſh they 
laid their Croſſes -afrde, and in fome meaſure embrace the Worſhip of 
the true God, learning the Lordt- Prayer,. and many other ary 
Articles of Belief ; they continually were upon their Guard, for fear 
of the Spaniards, who daily moleſted them, aiming at the Subverſion 
of that Place, on which they made ſeveral Attempts, but without 
Succeſs, their Scouts upon the Frontiers continually giving notice of 
their approach, and ſo alaramed their neighbonring Towns, eſpecial- 
ly that wherein the King refided, in which were ſuppoſed to be 1709 
pci and fain would they have entreated the Captain to a long- 
er .Refidence amongſt them, bat he'being intenton his Journey, with 
many Expreſſions of Kindneſs took his leave, and ſo marching ——

four Symerons, who knew the- way abont a Mile before him, who by 
breaking off Boughs, and ſtrewing| them in the way, gave DireQions ; 
and the ather twenty four divided equally for his- Vaunt- guard, and: 
Rear-guard, thz Engliſh continuing in the middle. After paſſing ma- 
ny gloomy Woods, which ſhelter'd them from the Sun's hot Beams, 
they came to a4 great Hill, on which ſtood a high Tree, ia which 
were cut ſeveral Steps, that led to a pleaſant Bower, ſituate on the 
top, in which, ten or twelve: Men might fit, and from thence- take a 
View of the North and South Atlentick Ocean; and from thence they 
paſſed on to a plain Champain Cooatry, abounding in Graſs fo high, 
that the Inhabitaiits 'are obliged to burn it twice or thrice a Year, to 
give their Cattle advantage of feeding ; throvgh which they travet- 
led to Panama, and for fear of being diſcovered, ſtruck throngh « 
gloomy Grove, onthe right Hand, and at the Edge thereof reſting, 
they ſent a Symeron diſgviſed like a Negro, to Panama, to enquire what 
Night, for by Day they travelled not, by reaſon of the heat -of the 
Sun, the Reroes paſſed to Yenra Craz, in order to their Paſſage to- 
Nombre de Dios, to land the Fleet, and by him, upon his return had 
notice, That that Night eight Mules laden with Gold and Silver, and - 
one with Jewels, together with fifty others laden with Provifions and 
Merchandize, were to paſs: the Road ; whereupon Drake, with his- 
Men, and the Symerons, placed themfelves in the Graſs, and thick. 
Shrubs, near to the Way-ſide, in expeQation of the rich Booty ; The 
Truth of which was likewiſe confirmed by a Spaniſh Soldier, taken: 
by two Symerons, and brought to the Captain ; and ſo placed them- - 
felves, that whilſt one Party was ſeizing on the foremoſt Mules, the 
other might take the hinder-moſt, And all things had ſucceeded to- 
their Wiſh, had not an Engliſh Man and a Symeron, though contrary 
to the ſtri& Command of the Captain, ſuddenly ſtarted ont to ſeize a: 
Cavalier coming from FYenta- Craz, who perceiving them by the Eng- 
tih Man's white Shirt, which he and the reſt had put over bis Cloaths, 
the better to diſtingoiſh them if it ſhould come to a Skirmilh, as in: 
all likelyhood it would, he ſuddenly put Spors to his Horſe, and out- 
ſtripped them ; about a League diſtance meeting with the Recoes, he: 
informed the Conveyors of what he had ſeen, tell ng them, that he 
was ſure that either Drake, or fome of his Men, lay in Ambuſh for 
them ; So the Kooces, laden, with Gold and- Silver, and Jewels,” torned 
back again, only that laden- with Proviſion, Merchandize, and a ſmall 
quantity of Treaſure, come forward, which was accordingiy _

and declared the manner of -the Preyention; imploring Drake to de- 
fend them from the Rage: of the Symerons. . ; 

Matters being at.this paſs, it wzs not thought ſafe: to tay in thoſe. 
parts,- but to return-to their Ships, which they could not do,but by the 
tedious wey they came,;,of by-cutting their way through Fente-cruz,the 
Jatter of which/was leſs diflicalt, Drake-reſolved on, and therefore com- 
manding his- Men to refreſh themſelves,--asked Pedro, Captain of the Sy- 
merons, whether he would ſtand by him-or no? Whoanſwered, he 
wauld.dye at his Feet,e're he would.teave him; and thereupon on they 
marched;till they.came near the Town, and there-taking out of the Re- 
coes what was-beſt Portable, they turned back the Mnles and their Dri. 
vers,commanding then on- pain of Death,not to follow'them ; and cen- 
teriag the way,cut thrgugh a thick: Wood,as thick as our Engliſh Hedges, 
they were encountered by a Company of Spaniards, under the leading 
.of a Convent Fryer ; when after a het Skirmiſh (in which John» Harris, 
an Engliſh - Man, and one Symeron were Killed) the Spaniards were pot 
to Flight, many of them being killed,wounded,and taken Prifoners ; the 
Symerons at that time behaving themſelves valiantly, doing with their 

Arrows great Execution. But far they had not marched e're the Spani- 
- ards, who had retired, being reinforced, bad fortify'd themſelves in a 
Xood,by which the Engliſh muſt paſs; into which Wood the Symerons 
in-a dancing Poſture ruſhed, ſinging in their Tone, -To-peho, Yo-pebo, 
.and with their Aggows drove the poor Spaniard: thence, with the loſs 
of butone Man ; who, wounded as he was, ©re he dyed, killed two Spa- 
niards. " 

' The Out-gyards beaten, thoſe that remained in the Town made but 
{mall Reſiſtance, ſo that the Engliſh and Symerons entring, found moſt 
of their Houſes abandoned. This Town of Yemta-craz, conſiſts not 
of above fifty Houſes, beſides one-Monaftery, and a few Store-houſes. 
Here likewiſe they. found three $ Gentlewomen that had _ 
been delivered of Children came ſome Days before from Nombre 
Dios ;, for that it had been obſerved, that no Spaniard, or White, had e- 
ver been delivered at the latter place, but that the Child ſoon after dy» 
ed : But that being brought to Bed at Yenta-cruz, or any other place 
adjacent, the Children came to Maturity. In Compaſſion of this, Drake 
ftrialy commanded, that-neither his. own. Men or the Symerons, {ſhould 
Qutorage them : And {o having ſet a/Guard upon all the Paſſes, they 
took ſome. ſmall Pillage and departed, having firſt beaten back twelve 
Haxſs-men,..who ſuppoling thera gome, came thither from Paner by 
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Thuz the chief Ends, for which the Journey was undertaken; beinz-: 
ul My fruſtrated, Drake (after a tedious March, in which many. of 
'Men bad periſhed by Hugger and Thirſt, had not the Symerany pro- 
ved their Purveyors) arriyed to his Ships ; thoſe on Board, who before, 
were in great Heavineſs for his Abſence, abundantly rejoycing at bis ' 
return; and ſo ſtaying on Board in the River Fortugos, for ſome time 
a Conſult was held, what Enterprize was next to beundertaken; in 
which the Opinion of the Symerons was held neceſſary, as they who beſt 
knew the Country, . and where the Treaſure lay; who gave Council, 
that near a Town called /aragns, lived one Senior Pezere, who had for- 
merly been Maſter to ſome of them, and whom for his Cruelty they 
had abandoned ; and that this Man, in a ſtrong Store-houſe, guarded 
by a 100 Slaves, had heaped up great Treaſure, being Proprietor of 
ſeveral rich Mines. This Advice ed them, yet they were prevented 
at_that time by another Advice; one of the Frigats being abroad, 
had taken a ſmall Spaniſh Prize, in which was a Genoway Pilot ; the ſaid 
Pilot, upon his being kindly entreated, informed Drake, thatin the Bay 
of Vicarage, lay a Veſſel ready to depart, in which was a Million of 
Gold, and that by his Knowledge of the Channel, if he might partake 
ia the Gains, he could bring bim in undiſcovered, and that he might - 
have time to diſpatch his buſineſs, ere the Town could be allarum'd. 
Whereupon the Captain > wy of the Symerons (who were willing 
thereto) leave todeparr, giving them many large Gifts, te took the 
reſt with their Captain on Board, and ſet fail on this ſo-much-deſired 
Prize ; but entering the Harbour, altho? it was not yet dark, he nader- 
ſtood by the firing of ſeveral Chambers, which were anſwered by others 
a diſtance thence, that he wasdiſcovered, and the Wind turning againſt 
him, he thought it not fit to attempt any thing further in the matter. 
So returning to his Station, ke met the Bear Frigat, a ſmall Veſſell that 
he had fitted up, who had taken a Spaniſh Bark, laden with twenty fat 
Hogs, two hundred Hens, and great ſtore of Mace; which is a kind of - - 
Graia like Rice, and init teg Spaniards, who informed him, that the 
Fleet was arrived at Nombre de Dios, and thattwo Gallies were building 
there to waft them to and fro, but not yet lanced. Whereupon 
Drake feaſting his Men in this manner on Ezxfter-day, which that Year 
fell on the twentieth of March, he reſolved to attempt ſomething on 
the Fleet, and weighing Anchor, bore with the Wind, till at length they 
eſpyed a ſmall Veſſel plying to the Vſeſt-ward,which after ſome ſailing. 
was diſcryed to be a French Veſlel ; whoſe Captaia likewiſe ſuppoſing 
F | it 
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it w4s-Drale, ſtood-with him, and in a moſt ſibmſlive manner; He beg- 


ged ſome freſh Water,for that he had nothing but Wine and Cider on 


Bofrd ; 'the which, ' by reaſon of the hot Weather, had much impaired' 
be Health- of his Men with which Drake ſupplyed him, willing to 
and with him ro the next Port; which he accordingly did,making hi 
thefe a Preſent of = Caſe of Piſtols, and a Gilt Scimeter, which he ſai 
hid been the late King of Fre»ce's, who was killed in Joſt with Mown- 
fieur de-Gomery; in requital of which, Drake gave him a Chain of Gold, 
and a further Snpply of neceſſary Proviſfien. So that in the end he was 
willing'to accompany him in his Voyage and take fuch part as ſhonld 


befal him ; yet Drake not altogetber ſatisfied in his Fidelity, fo divided 


either Nation, that it wasnot inthe Power of the French Men, if they 
wonld,' to have injured the Engliſh; 'and then ſending for the Symeron 
Captain, he approved of what was done, and thereupon it was agreed, 
that twenty French, fifteen Engliſh, and a conſiderable number of Sy- 
merons, ſhould paſs over and, to intercept the Ricoes that were com- 
ing from Panama, to Nombre de Dios, when having gone ſeven Leagues, 
the Bells of the Camels and Mules were heard, which made the Syme- 
rons rejoyce, aſſuring Capt. Drake, that he ſhoyld have more Gold and 
Silver, than he-could diſpoſe of; and ſo indeed it fortuned, for the 
Ricoes being ſeized, a rich Booty appeared; but there being a Guard 
of forty Spaniards attending it, a bot Diſpute hapned ; but 1n the end, 
the Spaniards were put to Flight, and the Gold and Silver unladed, and 
every one took wha® he could convenieritly carry; but ſcarce had they 
| kid the reſt, ard entered the Wood, e're a great number of Horſe and 
Foot came on, yet they kept their way, all eſcaping, except on Syme- 
ron that was killed, and a French Soldier that was taken Priſoner, whg

Grief of thoſe 1nd;a»s, who earneſtly defired the Company of the Er9. 
liſh, they ſtood away to the Iſland that beſpangled the Ocean, and coajt- 
ing that 'Tra&, came to/the Cape St: Aythony, where they took two 
hundred and fifty Turtles, which they powdered ard eat, as occation 
required ; and4from thence ſailing North-weſt,, after touching at. ſeve- 
-ral places, they, to the grear Joy of their Frieads;.who conc;uded them 
loſt, arrived fafe at Plymouwrh, on the Sth Day of June, 1573,- bringing 
B 2 nvme 
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and furniſhed with all things . neceſſary, ſailed out of Phwmorth Road 
on the 15th of November, 15774 yet met with many Difficulties, 
by reaſon of Tempeſts, and contrary Winds, e're they could get 
_ of the Land's End; at what time ſailing towards the Coaſt of 
, they came to' an Anchor on the Coaſt of Maegadore, lying 

egrees, forty Minutes, being part of the Territories of the 

"" i of Fez,, being a ſmall Iſland not above three Leagues in Cir- 
| S erence, aboundiog with Foul and / Fiſh, though of an unuſual 
Shape.” There ſome of the Engliſh going on. Shoar , the Negroes, 
who inhabit that place, were: deſirous to be conducted on board, for 
- whoſe Security Drake left a Pledge on ſhoar, the Moors ly 
deſiring to Traffick for ſuch'Commodities as the Engliſh had, bring- 
ing to the Sea-ſide, Camels laden with Merchandizes. But when the 
Negroes were returned, ſome of the En Engliſh go going on ſhoar in a 
boat, one of them, named Folbn Fry, was » Which much in- 
cenſed Drake, To"thathe was about to revenge the Indignity, to that 
Pur poſe landing his Men: But when he ood no Injury, was of- 
fered him, they departed, and altho” he went not with them, yet af- 
ter the Governout of thet Iſland underſtood of what Nation he was, 
he ſcot him, home in an Engliſh Ship, having upon his cauſing him to

be farprized, conjectured him Beg and that Drake was the Fore- 
runner of the Portugal Fleet, preparing to indamage that Coaſt. 

Departing from this Iſland, Drake took a ſmall Spaniſþ Fiſher-boat 
conduted but with three Men only ; and after that, failing under 
the Tropick Cancer, fell in with a Spaniſh Caravel, which he took, and 
then ſailing to Cape Barbas, he there took another, though indiffe- 
rently laden with Proviſion ; where having plenty of all things neceſ- 
ſary, he ftayed a white, during which ſpace, the Natives came 
down to view the Enpgliſh, bringing with them a Negro Woman half 
ſtarved, with a Child at her Breaſt, offering her to ſalz, but Drake 
would not . traffick, for ſuch Commodities; whereapon thzy brought 
Gums, and Amber-greeſe, offering it for freſh Water, which above. 
all things is moſt ſcarce in that Conntry. Water they had, but 
Drake would not take any thing for the common Element, as like- 
_ _ Proviſion, for which they were very thankful for, eating 
greeauy K, 

Having thus far proceeded, they ſet the Spaniards on Shoar, and 
after trimming their Ship, ſailed to Cape de Yerde, and. fo coilted 
Bomavifta, falling in with the ſe of Mayo, inhabited by the. Portn- 
gueſe, and ſo touching at ſeveral Iſlands, came tv St. Fago, on the. 
South-Weſt of which Iſland, they took a Portugaeſe Veſtel, laden 
with Wine, Woollen, and Linnen-Cloath, on its retura from Bra- 
zl, and in Defiance of thoſe on Land, fired gpon three or four of 
their Towns, ſtanding on the Sea- coaſt. | | 

Near to the Iſland of St. F«go, is the burning Ifland. called Fogo, 
continually up caſting Flames z and near to that, lies a pleaſant Iſland, 
always clad with green , exceeding fruitful , abounding eſpecially 
with Figs, Cocos, Þ | 
niſhed with pleaſant Streams, though the Harbours about it, are not 
capable of receiving any Ships of Burthen : and in all the Iſland, 
was only one Houſe ſuppoſed to- be inhabited by an Hermet,... -— - 

From this iſland, after having taken ſome of what ;it afforded, 
they ſtood away to. the Coaſt of Brazzl, but by. contrary Wo 
were kept out fo long at Sea, that Proviſion grew. ſcanty, and. eſp 
cially Water, which in that burning Climate was moſt requibrte. 
But when they deſpaired of obtaining any, God ſo-ordered. it, that 
there fell great Nore of Rain, which ſupplyed. their Neceſlity : And. 


amongſt many other firapge Creatures found ig thoſe Seas, they de- 
B 3 lighted! 
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delighted themſelves with BE $12 Fiſhes,- which arg :as- dig 
. as- ordinary- Pilchards, having Fins the length of their Bodies, - ſo that 
when they are purſued by any Fiſh,and fear to be devoured, they ſave 
themſelves by Teaviog their Element, and flying in the Air ; but cannot 
contihne it long, for that their Fins wanting moiſture become .unſer- 
viceable, by reaſon of the thin Film that Joyns the Bones, or Quill, &«c, 
Sailifig trom thence to the Coaſt of Brazil, they beheld huge Fires on 
the Shoar, made by the Inhabitants, in which they ſacrificed two De- 
vils, uſivg many Conjurations to raiſe Whirlwinds and- Tempeſts, 
thereby to wreck ſuch as approached their Coaſt : Which Hellifh lu- 
cantations, the 'Portugals to their coſt found fatal, when they firſt dif- 
covered thoſe Countries ; Bat the Engllſh-ſuſtained no other Dammage 
than the Separation of their 5hips, when leaving that Coaſt altoge- 
ther rocky and inacceſſible, Drate food away to another Point, which 
he called Cape Joy, by reaſon he © :remet the Ship he loſt in the Storm, 
and having Watered and refreſhed his Men at Cape Verd,and taken ſtore 
of Deer," which that Country affords in abundance, he ffood away 
twelve Leagnes from the Main to a convenient Harbour, ſheltering 
from-the South-wind ; and North-wiater growing faſt upon him, he 
ſought oat a Harbour where he might” ride ſafe: and at laſt coming 
to Cape Hope, he entered with a Shallop, to ſound the Bay, which pro- 
niiſed good Anchorage, Bute're he could return fo great a Fog arofe, 
that he could not ſet the Ships,and-a Storm withal arifing,he was great- 
ly endanged to be lo!t: Bnt Captain Thomas, ſuſpeting ſome Dan- 
ger had befalten Him by reaſon of his ſtay, entered with his'Ship, and 
by firing Gun, dire&ed him to the-Veſlzl, and baving not yet received 
him 6n- Board, dropped Anchor, and there lay till the Storm was 


. over: Atid'thenext Day going onShoar, made great- Fires, as a Sign 


to oy diſpetfed Ships'to cetura into the Haven, who all met, except 
* _Uppntheiv failing the People fled, they entred -a homely: Houſe 
near'a Rock; where they found fifty Eſtriches of a Prodigious fize,whoſe 
we ht'wete Tuth, that they could not fly, but run as faſt as Grey- 
"hodrds, ſo*that they art not catciied, but by deedying thearinto a Net, 
by thelikeneſtof- an Eftrich made of thelr Peathers -Dyake not ' find- 
ing this Bitbovt for tiis Purpoſe, Rtood away Sorith-weſt, 'aboutr twelve 
Leagues, where entering a Port, 'a 'greatnumber of the Natives pre- 
nted- themfelves upon a Hill, leaping and Cancing' after an extrava- 

* rs manner, aad at firſt landing ſeemed fearful of the Engliſh, but _ 
k | after 
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after became more familiar, bringing Eſtriches-feathers and Bones, 
variouſly carved and Arrows of Reed, which they delivered for Eng- 
lih Commodities. | They went all naked, except a 8kin of Fur ciſt 0- 
yer their Shoulders when they fit in the cold, but when they are doing 
any thing, they gird it about their Waſte: Their Hair is Jong, whicn 
when they travel,” they. bind it up with Eftriches Feathers, of which 
likewiſe they make thir Quivers. Their Bodies are painted with di- 
vers Colours, 'and their Faces they waſh with Sulphur : Upon them 
appear the Figures of Suns, Moons, and Stars, which they term the 
Marks and CharaQers of their Gods. Their Victuals is Roots, and 
Wild Beafts-fleſh, which they eat raw ; they have co Boats ; and ſcl- 
dom enter the Water ? thoſe that appearcd, were fifty in number ; 
they uſe for their Weapons, Boms headed with Bone, and Flint-ſtones, 
artifictally cut. 

Having ſtayed ſome time with theſe People, and caught in the Bay 
about 2co Seals, they weighed Anchor, and ſtood towards the An- 
tartick Fole, till they cate to St. Jalan, fo named by* Aagelen , 
otherwiſe” the Land © of Gyarrs; for here are found People of a 
mighty Size, who at frrſt received ſeveral of the Enxliſh kindly, 
but in the end ſeeing their Advantage, killed one,- and wounded 
two or three others, c're they could recover their Boar, yer not 
withont the fall of two or tliree of their own Men, eſpeci-lly cf 
him who firſt began the Miſchief ,* which Injury Drake reſ-lved to 
reyenge. But upon their repenting what they Bad done, 2nd Ce- 
claring they ſuppoſed his Men to- be” Spaniards, who had fliia many 
of their People, he departed that Coaſt, and ſoon afier had notice 
of a Conſpiracy againſt himfelf, - and his Principal. Captains, by 
one on. Board ; of which the Conſpirator being deteted, was wer- 
thily executed, worſe Execution being thereby prevented. Ani fo 
keeping on, came to three Iſlands lying Triangle-wife , which he 
cailed Elizaberthides, ih Honour of our: Virgin Queen; Oa one of 
them he found ſtore of Birds, as big as Stubblz-geeſe, without Fea- 
thers, being only matted down on their Backs, and Bzaks like a 
Crow : they cannot run faſt, but ſwim exceeding ſwift; they lay 
their Egas in the Ground , where they} make Holes with their Beaks 
like Couies. Of theſe they killed 3000, and with them made mer- 
ry: anl thea coming to another Iſland, inhabited by -People of 
little Statare, he foond them Rowing in Canows, made of the Bark 

of a Tree; B1t that place affording no Varizty, he ſtood away - 
tne

the South-Sea , failing amongſt the Iſlands: 130 Leagues : but a 
Storm ariſing, his Fieet ſeparated, and ſome Ships loſt their Anchors, 
narrowly eſcaping t1e devouring Waves. But God fe ordered it, 
that entering Mare Delzur, they got under the Tempeſt, and re- 
mained ſafe till the Storm was over : and then ſtearing North-ward 
along the Coaſt of Pers, they entered an Ifland full of birds, inha- 
bited by Spaniards, and Native Jndians; and being fallen with the 
Land, they ſailed along the Coaſt two Degrees, where going' on 
Shoar, the Natives at firſt received them kiadly, and offer'd to 
Trafick with them : but having trained them into Danger, ſhot at 
tem, as they were in their boat, killing and wonading divers others, 
as amongſt which Drake was one, having an Arrow ſhot into his Noſe, 
2nd anether hit him on the Fore-head, - yet he valuing not the loſs © 

his Men, worth a hundred of theirs, thought not fit to go on 
Shoar to revenge the Injury. Theſe People inhabiting the Iflands, 
are ſuch as. the Cruelty of the Spaniards had driven from the Main, 
which Cruelty renders them unhoſpitable to all Strangers. Their 
Weapons are Spears, and Darts of Reed, headed with Stone and 
Bone. 

'Theſ etatbrous People thus left, they. not far diſtant, found an 
Indian Fiſting in his Camow, who being taken, and brought on 
Board , was courteouſly entertained; who in Requital thereof, be 
ing ſet on Shoar, reguraed with divers others, bringing ſtore of Pro- 
vition, and direte® the Engliſh to a Watering-place, of which at that 
time they ſtood in great need; and ſoon atter the Governour of the 
Country came 6n- board, and they afterwards going on Shoar with 
* bim, tonnd ſtore of Chinly Wine, .and other Rarities, in a homely 

Town, conſiſting moſtly of Ware-houſes. 

Being thus refreſhed, Drake ſaild to ſeek the Ship ſeparated from 
him ia the Storm, carrying with him an /ndia» Pilos, the better to. 
- know thoſeSeas, and ſtood away towards the Line; and by the way, 

putting into a convenient Harbour, built a Pingace, and then en- 
tering. a Bay South-ward, came to the Town of Cyppo, inhabited by 
the Spaniards, who diſcovering them e're they could Land any conſi- 
derable number of Meg, came down with 1 oo 5paniſh Horſe, and 200 
ladians on foot, running after them like Dogs. But e're they could 
prevent it, all but one Man was got on board, but he, bolder then 
the reſt ſtaying.-to out-face them jn a bravery, was ſhot by one of them, 
ad then by the 1;denr, ſtuck full of Arrows made of green Wood,

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| <itlng off bis Head, 'and right Hand, 'and piling out his Heart : 
what they left of him, his Companions 'came the next Day land- 

no baried. And leaving theſe butcherly Spaniards, ſailing North- 
ward, they came to the Cape of Aformorena, where finding four In- 
dians in their Canows, they promiſed to bring them to a place where 
they might Water, which accordingly they did, where lighting 'on 
a Spaniard a-fleep, with thirteen Bars of Silver weighing 4000 Spa- 
niſh Dockates, they eaſed him of the Burden : and norfar from thence 
they met another Spaniard, and an Indiaa Boy , driving four Perva- 
nian Sheep, each Sheep bearing two bags, in each of which was fifty 
Pound weight of ſilver, which became likewife their Prize, aad fo 


returned on board: and a little from thence, met ſeveral Ind:ans row-

- Mortals, 'iand no Gods, as theſe, poor. :dgluded People! ſuppoſed them 
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lio, inhabited by the Spaniards, they furniſhed . ther. with all things 
neceſſary, and compounded for their. Safety, with a Pot-of Riars, as: | 
big as -a byſhc), 2 Gold Chain, and a: Jewel, whence ſailing ' 500 
Leagues,, they came. under lixty De rees Nortly:Latjtyde, where, al- 
though it was about, the* middle of: Jane; they were o afflicted with 
Cold. that they were obliged to haſte; thence, \ to ſave their Lives, all 
the Countries round ' betwg covered with Snow,, and. the Seas with 
Glohes of Ice; fo that, ſailing South-ward to thirty; eight Degrees, 
the Weather was very temperate, where, bearing with. the Land, the 
Natives ſent a Man in a Fg wan or caly them on ſhoar , - who 
mzve a long Otation Ju. his cwn,Cougtry Langnape.,- and - by ; his þ. 
Geſtures, exprefied 2 mezpingr and beivg, aiſniles. -he came again; 
and the third time bringing: Preſents of :Eſtrich Feathers, which pone 
bat thoſe about their Kingdom are ſuffered to wear, he broughtalſo 
a backet: filled with Herbs,, called Taback, in Requitalof which, Drake | 
preffercd him many things, but he would receive nothing but a Hat. 
Upoa . this Invitatian- Drake put,,to;ſhoar, 2nd; Janded his Men, e- 
-rected a Tent, and -armed it well, ta prevent, any, Dagger, i6 the 
Natives ſhould prove T reacherous, who.go locner. pgreiving the Eng- 
liſh come forth. of their, Ships, but they;came dopg+ with great' haſte 
trom the Hill, and fell down at their. Feety ' worſhipping them as Gods, 
throwing away theig, Bows and Arrows, and made many-Laments and 
Cries; _— ; AIG HH 3 5136 w A, "h 
Thefe People Drake treated courteapſly, beſtowing ſhirts, and o- 
ther thigps.upon them,, wheremith:; ta.gover their, Nakednefs ; ſignify- 
icg unto them, that. he. was but a;Man, and that all bis Company were 


ro. be; to the belief, of which they;could hardly perſwade them. In 
Recompence of what they had receivgd, they beſtowed: upon. the Eng- 
liſh Bows, Quivety ab. thee Arrows, and the like ;-and-ſo. with Joy, 
which they expreiſed by their leapipg-and Dancing; they departed to 
their Houſes, which they-digged. round iato the Earth,. having Gheſts 
of Wood ſet up, and joyned cloſe at the toplike aSpire, without Chim- 
neys.. Their Door. is, like an ordinary. Scuttle in a Ship, floap:wiſe; 
their Men for the-moſt -part go naked, being of a-loving and tractable - 
Nature :' their only Weapons are Bows and Arrows, with-which, 4 
though they are Skilful,, they do but little Execution, they being of 
uo Force :. Their Women make themſelves looſe Garments of bulruſh- 
es, to cover their Secrets, wearing on their Shoulders beaſts.gkins, be- 
wg altogether obedieat to their Husbands. . Two

'. Two Days after, a great Multitude of thent came doirn to the Teut, 


leaving. their, Women and bows ſome diſtance behind thein, upon a 


Hill ; who as ſoon as they were arrived at the Tent, fell to ſcratch- 
ing their Faces, and caſting themſelves upon the Ground, with lamea- 
table cries, as they uſe todo when they offer Sacrifice to their Gods, 
not being yet perſwaded but that the Engliſh were ſuch, though Drake 
and his Compapy, endeavoured to undeceive them, with pointing to- 
wards Hedven,. Praying, and ſinging Pſalms. ' 

Three Days after their King came down, attended by a great 
number, who ſung in a lamentable Tone about him before: kim 


' one. bore a: Scepter, made of black Wood, about a yard aud haif 


long, -wherean hanged three Crowns, two Chains, , and a: bag of 
Herbs, called Tabat; the Kiny had on a Caul of Net-work,. re- 
ſembling a. Crown on his, Shoulders, and his Waſte a. Coat of 
Coney-skias z -his Guards had Coats of other Skins, and Cauls. with - 
Feathers. in them, of divers Colcurs, or covers with down, /which 
grroweth on a Herb like a Lettice , which Dowa is not, permitted 
to, be worn, but, by thoſe about the King, the Seed of it is only 
uſed- in Sacrifice to. their ; Gods. The common ſoxt were for the 
moſt, part naked,. with long Hair , tyed with bunches of Feathers , 
every one having their Faces, painted. Laſtly, The Women came 
with Bazkets.on their Arms, made of Ruſhes, ſo cloſely Woven, 
that they would -hold Water, being hanged with Pearl-ſhells, and 
other ſheils, and with two.,or, three links of a Chain, ſignifying they 
were Veſſels dgdicated to their Gods. He that bore the Scepter, 
wade, an Oration ;for the ſpace of half an hour, which ended 
with a general Amer, and all (fave the Children) came down the 
Hill, 

Being come near, he that bore the Scepter, with a ſtately Carri- 
age began a Song, and a Dance, as alſo did the King and all the 
reſt (fave the Women) who dannced, but did not fing. Which 
ended, they centered the Tent, where the King cauſed his Crown 
to be ſet upon Dreke's Head, | Cefiring him, which by many Signs 
he made to. take upon bir the Kingdom, faluting him by the Name 
of Hyoh, ending the Solemnity with a Song and a Dancs, which 
Drake received, ; to. the behoof of her Majeſty. When as the Com- 
mon People leaving the King with Drake, went amongſt the reit of 
the Engliſh, and finding ſuch as pleated their Fancizs, which werg 
commonly the Youngelt, and moſt beantityl, they incloizd they 
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round, and offered&4crifices to them, crying with lamentable Shrieks,. 
weeping; ſeratching, and tearing their Fleſh from off their Faces. 

This Country abounding with all things neceſſary for the Uſe: of 
Man, Drokg named Albion, and at his departure, ſet up her Majeſty's 
PiQure and Title to 'the Kingdom, ingrayen in Brath. Loath-were 
theſe People, that the Engl ſhould farſake them, and great Laments 
they made, running to the tops of high Hills, and climbing Trees, to 
fend their Eyes after them as far as they.could, making Fires, and offer- 
ing Sacrifces, that they might oblige them to return again, and become 
their ProteQors. * 

From this Country they ſaited to the Iſlands of Adlecor, where the 
Inhabitants in their Cavows,, under Pretence of Trafficking with 
them, ſought to ſurprize them, but ſoog found to their Smart, that 
Drake came. not to that end 5 wherevron naming it the ſit of Thieves, 
they ſtood away to Tatnete, where the King of that- Country ſent 
' his Deputy to intreat them: to come on Shoar, whereupon Drake 
caſt Anchor, ard ſent a Meſſenger to the King with a Scarlet 
Cloak, deſiring that he might be ſupplyed with Proviſion, and other 
Neceſſaries; who returned: Anſwer by his Fice- Roy, that he would do 
any thing to ſerve them, and that he would ſhortly viſit them at their 
Ships, who accordingly came in his Canow, attended by ſeveral of 
the Nobility, cloathed in White Calico; When as the King did 
Obeyſance in humble- manner, being of a tall Stature, Corpulent, 
and of a Priacely Countenancez; his Reſpet amongſt his SubjeAts 
was- very great, none of his Attendants daring to ſpeak to him but 
on- their Knees; he was received- on Board with Drums beating, 
- Trumpets ſounding, and Vollies of great and ſmall Shot : his Attire 

from his. Waſt downwards, was Cloath of Gold, his Legs bare, on 
" his Feet Shooes of Ked Cordivent: on his Cap were divers Rings of 

Flated Gold, an Inch and balf broad about his Neck, and on his 
right Hand Rings, ſet with rich Stones. After he had been treated 
and welcomed, he returned'to Shoar, and ſent ſtore of Proviſion , 
for which thoſe that brought it, received' good Preſents: He ſent: 
one of -his Brothers the next Day, to invite Drake to his Palace, 
but ſome Suſpition ariling, by words let fall, he would' not go, but 
ſeat ſome of -his Gentlemen, detaining: the Yice-Roy as a Pledge of 


their. ſafety.,, who upon their Arrival. were. hogourably ne 
Theſe- 
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Theſe People are Moors, and live 7 a very plentifvl Country, and 
fertile Clime, but after the Engliſh had trafficked with them for ' ſuch 
Neceſlaries as they wanted, they, on the gth of OSober ſet ſail, and 
arrived at the South of the Iſland C/ibes, where they repaired their 
Ships, &c, there they found Bats as as Bullets, and Crab-fiſ- 
that lived on the Land, making holes in the Earth,- and runaing 
up Trees, and Worms that ſhined in the Night like Fire. De- 
parting from. this Iſland, they ſailed to another, but could find no 
Ground near it at a hundred Fathom , wherefore ſailing to the 
Weſt ,- Drake's Ship happeaed to run on-a Shole that extended it ſelf 
ſeven Leagues, where, had the Wind began bigh;, ſhe had: been loſt > 
But Providence ſo ordered it, by the heaving and ſetting of the Sea, 
and. the Saylors -Endeavours, ſhe got off, and failing amongſt tlie: 
Iſlands. of the Sea, came at laſt to-Jeve, where the chief King of 

the. Country ' came og Board, ſending before him Store of” Proviſion z; 
him they welcomed in the beſt ſort, with Muſick' and Provifien, e-' 
ſp ny with Wine, who withia a while after, returned highly: 
ſitizfi : And. there having Trafficked a. while, they took their 
leaves , and failed towards the Cape of Good Hope ;,  Coaſting along 
part of Africa, they came to the Main of Xo de". Seffo,, and watering: 
in the Mouth of Tagpize, paſſed the. Tropick Cancer, and ſtand-' 
ing off to the Sea, on the 26th of came ſafe to Plymouth, 
after two Years, ten Months, and ſome odd Days Adſcace, 

briogiog , with them in Gold, Silver, Jewels, and other Merchan-- 
dizes, to- the Valne of 160000 1, having. incompaſſed the whole:
